The accounts of these deaths road

weren't covering up half the time for 
reckless or irresponsible,

Any prison executive whose adminis- 
tration sustains 14 killings in a little 
over a year is either incompetent or 
so unluqky that he becomes a politi- 
cal Jonah.

BERLIN —Adolf Hitler defended be- 


fore the world Friday night his ruth- 
less course of action which he said 
cost the lives of 77 in Germany to 
suppress n revolt that would have 
killed lens of thousands. 


A plot af Ernest Rochm, executed 


Storm Troop leader, he said, forced 
him to "act wilh the speed of lightn- 
ing" in the enrly morning hours of 
June 30 when "mutineers" were shot 
summarily by firing squnds. 


"In this hour I was responsible for 


the fate of the German nation," Hit- 
ler declared. 


This, he added, was his answer to 


the question as to why he did not 
"Invoke an ordinary course of action." 


"And thereby," he continued, "the 


supreme court of the German people 
during those 24 hours was mystelf. I 
gave the orders to shoot those who 
were mainly responsible for treach- 
erv 
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issued orders further that if any 


mutiners tried to resist arrest, they 
were to bo immediately shot down 
The nation must know that its exist- 
ence can not be endangered without 
punishment by anybody." 


Despite his strictures on their for- 


mer leaders, Hilled promised Storm 
Troopers that their brown shirts would 
again soon be "dominant" 
on 
the 


streets. 


Record Audience 


The chancellor spoke before a meet- 


ing of the all-Nazi Reichstag, called 
to hear the first accounting since 
Rochm and the others accused of plot- 
ting were killed. But his voice went 
into mlchrophones which carried it 
into ever corner of the world, perhaps 
the largest raido audience ever ad- 
dressed, since ample precaution had 
been taken for the German people to 
hear him. 


Hitler pictured himself as weighed 


down with anxiety for his nation ever 
since he came in power in January 
1933, 
admitting that economic prob- 


lems are giving him apprehension. 


He threw in too, a defiance of those 


who would shut Germany off com- 
merically, declaring that if necessary, 
"our inventors and our chemists can 
find ways of makbing Germany inde- 
pent of imports of materials which we 
ourselves shal be in position to create 
or substitute." 


Politics and Army 


Hitler came out flatly in opposition 


of mixing the Reichswehr (regular ar- 
my) with political organizations such 
as the Storm Troopers, an objective, 
he said, of the plot of which he ac- 
curcd Roehm and former Chancellor 
Kurt von Schleicher of hatching up. 


Von Schleicher, who was shot down 


with his wife "resisting arrest" was to 
have become vice-chancellor, Hitler 
said, succeding Franz von Papcn, con- 
servative friend of President Paul von 
Hindenburg, who was under guard 
himself for a short time after the re- 
bellion was suppressed. 


Not the least interesting portion of 


Hitler's speech wa that in which he 
stated that the number of dead in the 
revolt was 77. No number had been 
given officially previously, but semi- 
official statements had put is much 
Troop leaders, 
lower. Nineteen were high leaders of 
the Storm Troops, 31 were lesser mem- 
bers of that organization, and the 
others scattered among civilians, and 
Schultz Staffel (special guard)) mem- 
bers. Three of the latter were shot, he 
said, for mistreating persons taken in- 
to protective custody. 


Thirteen of those killed were "re- 


sisting arrest" and three committed 
suicide, the chancellor said, indicat- 
ing that 61 executions took place

WASHINGTON- (ff>) -The Farm 


Administration entered 
the 
busiest 


period of dispensing benefit payments 
o farmers Friday with its books show- 
ng that thus far it had paid its own 
way and had a slight margin to spare. 


A otal of $358,993,104 had been dis- 


bursed for all purposes in the agency's 
15-month career, meanwhile, process- 
ing taxes on farm commodities had 
brought $359,589,313 into the Treasury. 


However, officials of the organiza- 


tion said this happy condition would 
not continue for long. It was their 
expectation that when a final balance 
i.s struck receipts will just exceed 
payments. 


In the next two to three months 


thousands of checks will be mailed out 
to the farmers who are due payments 
for having reduced their acreage. 


At the same time, the processing 


tax will continue to yield a steady 
stream of collections, and after the 
peak of payments has been passed re- 
ceipts will begin to catch up on pay- 
ments again. 


Of the total disbursements to date, 


$281,427,941 went for benefit and ren- 
tal payments, an estimated $60,000,000 
was devoted to removal of surpluses, 
and administrative costs were about 
?17,000,000. 


The purpose behind the payments 


and collections is to raise prices of 
agricultural products by reducing pro- 
duction. If a farmer decreases the 
acreage planted to the crops involved 
in the plan the government pays him 
for doing so. The processing tax is 
levied upon those manufacturers who 
take the farmers' products and pre- 
pare them for consumption, flour mill- 
ers, meat packers, the cotto ntextile 
industry and the like.

office leaders. 


"Little Women" Is Mint 


There's "Little Women," for exam- 


ple. Released less than a year ago, 
this picture already has done business 
approximating $2,225,000. Some claim 
that this tremendous gross has been 
due to'the presence of Katharine Hep- 
burn in the 'leading role. 


That may be true .in part—but let

2 Persons Killed, 3 Injur- 


ed in Shooting at 


'Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, Ohio — (#>)— Gun- 


fire crackled through a crowd of dem- 
onstrators in a downtown poor relief 
station Friday, killing two persons 
and wounding three others. 
1 


No sooner had the brief riot sub-i 


sided than minor disturbances broke 
out in four other relief stations scat- 
tered throughout the city. These were 
quelled without casualties. Seven per- 
sons were arrestet. 


Police said they 
spotted 
radical 


members of the Council for the Un- ] 
employed in the'downtown riot crowd1 
and saw u concerted plan afoot to I 
harrass relief agencies 
| 


Trouble began in' mid afternoon at 


offices of the Cuyahoga County Re- 
lief Administration. Complaining seek- 
ers for relief began to crowd into the 
comparatively small quarters. 


Patrolman Thomas Gibbons warn- 


ed the crowd to remain orderly. He 
asked the complaining 50 or more to 
leave. Nobody started out and the | 
manager asked the officer to clear 
the room. 


He called for a riot squad—the usual 


procedure when relief crowds get out 
of hand—and Lieutenant Charles Kiss- 
ling and Patrolman James Veseley 
responded. 


''Clear out" barked the lieutenant, 


Patrolman Veseley pushing his way j 
ahead through teh crowd. 


Suddenly a man grabbed Veseley 


aorund the neck and grabbed the offi- 
ahead through the crowd. 


"The man wheeled, spied Gibbons 


and fired," said Veseley later. "Gib- 
around the neck and grabbed the offi- 
ed pushing his way to the man who 
had my gun but he was too late. The 
firing increased 
suddenly. 


"When it was over Gibbons was on 


the floor. Another man way lying on 
his face nearby 
A' little way over a 


negro woman was dying." 


From a hospital cot Gibbons said 


the first he knew the riot was get- 
ting out of hand, wa when a man 
wheled on him and fired, 


"I drew my gun and returned the 


fire. I don't know whether I hit him 
or not. A little way off I saw one of 
the dead and a dying woman " 


Before the shooting had fairly start- 


ed, there was a mad stampede for the 
exits. Outside, however, thousands of 
passersby began lo gather, and traf- 
fic was snarled for blocks most of the 
afternoon. 


Police later gave out this casualty 


list: The dead: Sam Arsenti, 45; an 
unidentified negro woman. 


Tlie wounded Patrolman 
Gibbons, 


32, shot in the hip; Andrew Massiack, 
42. shot in the leg and Mrs. Anna 
Massiack, his wife, wounded in the 
back. 


In the charity hospital 
Massiack 


seemed to think Giggons had started 
the firing, but admitted the scene was 
not clear.
